A.I. RODENKOV OCTOBER 2 REGARDING QUESTIONS RAISED REFTEL. 
(RODENKOV IS DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE WITHIN CHAMBER'S EXHIBI- 
TIONS DIRECTORATE FOR "PUMPS AND COMPRESSORS" EXHIBITION.) 

2. ACCORDING TO RODENKOV, THERE IS "NO PRACTICAL LIMIT" 

ON WEITHT OF ITEMS DISPLAYED ON FIRST FLOOR OF 
PAVILION FIVE. ITEMS WEIGHING UP TO 40 TONS HAVE BEEN 
DISPLAYED THERE IN PAST. HEIGHT CLEARANCE FOR FIRST 

FLOOR IS SIX METERS. DIRECTOR COMMOFF STRESSED THAT WE WISHED 
OBTAIN CHAMBER S ASSURANCE THAT OUR DISPLAY WOULD BE LOCATED 
ON FIRST FLOOR. RODENKOV SAID HE COULD AGREE TO THIS "IN 
PRINCIPLE" BUT ASKED WHETHER COMMOFF NOW IN POSITION SPECIFY 
TYPES OF HEAVY EQUIPMENT WHICH U.S. FIRMS PLAN 
DISPLAY. DIRECTOR SAID THIS INFORMATION NOT YET AVAILABLE 
BUT AGREED ATTEMPT OBTAIN IT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

3. COMMENT: GIVEN IMPORTANCE OF U.S. DISPLAY 

IN THIS EXHIBITION, WE BELIEVE CHAMBER WILL BE FORTHCOMING 
ON SPACE QUESTION. HOWEVER, IN ORDER OBTAIN FIRM COMMIT 
MENT FROM CHAMBER THAT U.S. SPACE WILL BE ON FIRST FLOOR, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WE SHOULD BE IN POSITION CITE SPECIFIC EXAMPLES OF HEAVY 
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ITEMS WHICH WE INTEND DISPLAY. PLEASE PROVIDE THIS 
INFORMATION AS SOON AS POSSIBLE.
